Williamstown named 18th 
best high school in state

Williamstown High School is in elite company 
after being recognized as the 18th best high school 
in the state by a national publication. 

U.S. News evaluated nearly 22,000 public high 
schools in 49 states and the District of Columbia. 

Schools were awarded gold, silver or bronze 
medals based on state proficiency standards, how 
well they prepare students for college, and other 
factors primarily for the 2009-10 school year. 

Nationally, only 2 percent were awarded gold, 
7 percent awarded silver and 13 percent bronze. 
Seventy-eight percent of the evaluated schools did 
not receive medals. 

Among the U.S. News Best High Schools in 
Kentucky in 2012, there are five gold medal 
schools, 13 silver medal schools and 40 bronze 
medal schools. 

Williamstown High School, which ranked 
1,940 nationally, was given a silver medal. 

This is die second time the high school has 
been recognized by U.S. News.

Grant County High School, which has more 
than twice the enrollment, was recognized with a 
bronze medal this year. 

“These kind of things help validate that the 
things you are doing are moving you in the right 
direction,” said Williamstown Independent 
Superintendent Sally Skinner. “It’s putting you in 
an elite group of high schools. Only 18 across the 
state were ranked nationally and we were one of 
those 18.” 


KSP look 
into jail 
complaint 

Chief deputy placed 
on administrative leave

The chief deputy at the Grant County 
Detention Center is currently on paid adminis¬ 
trative leave after an investigation into allega¬ 
tions of inappropriate conduct. 

Dennis Bailey, chief deputy, was placed on 
leave on May 25. 

Jailer Terry Peeples confirmed on Monday 
that Bailey was on leave until the Kentucky 
State Police finish an investigation into allega¬ 
tions of inappropriate conduct. 

Peeples said complaints at the detention cen¬ 
ter from inmates are common and range from 
scratchy toilet paper and food not being sea¬ 
soned to more serious alle¬ 
gations such as inappropri¬ 
ate conduct by staff and 
even civil rights viola¬ 
tions. 

“Every accusation that 
is made is given a high 
priority,” Peeples said. 

“And it’s a daily occur¬ 
rence for people to com¬ 
plain.” 

Peeples said two of the 
deputies at the facility on 
Barnes Road in 
Williamstown are responsible for following up 
on complaints. 

Peeples said he received information about a 
complaint involving Bailey on Friday, May 25. 

Peeples said he was made aware late tin the 
day about a complaint. Because the following 
Monday, May 28 was the Memorial Day holi¬ 
day, Peeples said he opted to call Joe Taylor, the 
county attorney, and seek advice. 

“I didn’t want to wait until Tuesday or 
Wednesday of that next week to see a report on 
the accusations,” Peeples said. 

Taylor, according to Peeples, advised him to 
contact the KSP to begin an investigation. 
Peeples then placed Bailey on leave pending the 
outcome of the investigation.

Complaint 
brings changes 
to Grant jail

Operational changes have occurred at the Grant 
County Detention Center following a complaint 
against the facility’s chief deputy. 

Dennis Bailey, chief deputy at the jail since 
January 2011, is currently on paid administrative 
leave pending the outcome of a KSP investigation. 

Peeples said the 
investigation, even 
though it is not con¬ 
cluded, has prompted 
some changes at the 
facility. 

“The investigation 
did reveal some issues,” 

Peeples said. 

Those changes 
include closing of the 
canteen or inmate store, 
which allowed inmates 
to purchase items such 
as snacks, candy bars 
and Cappucino. 

Peeples said the orig¬ 
inal intent of the canteen 
was to be used as a 
behavioral tool to control inmates but it had 
become an accounting nightmare for auditors. 

“It created problems all the way around, espe¬ 
cially for the auditors and there was the possibility 
of theft,” Peeples said.

Doc Scroggins, Amazing Jane 


(Editor’s Note: This col¬ 
umn was first published 
April 23, 2009. It is being 
re-printed in memory of 
Jane Scroggins, who died 
June 9, 2012. Her obituary 
can be found on page 7 of 
this issue.) 

£ £1 plain wanted to be a 
country doctor and I 
never regretted the 
choice,” Doc Scroggins 
said. But, the truth is, 
though he was a country 
doctor, his influence 
stretched throughout the 
United States and flowed 
into Europe, Asia and any¬ 
where else that there was 
wildlife and farmland. 

Doc Scroggins’ medical 
career had him mending 
the aches and ills of Grant 
County for half a century. 
He was president of the 
League of Kentucky 
Sportsmen, president of the 
National Charlois 

Association and president 
of the National Wildlife 
Federation. 

Jane, widow of Doc 
Scroggins, flipped through 
page after page of newspa¬ 
per clippings and photos of 
Doc, from the Grant County 
News, westward to 
Honolulu and into Eastern 
Europe, Great Britton and 
Charolais and wildlife com¬ 
munities in every hollow 
and valley and mountain 
top in between, and they 
loved him everywhere. 

About once a week I 
open a closet at my house 
and stare at the self-tying 
bowties and assorted neck¬ 
ties that once hung loosely 
around Doc’s neck. The 
ties were something he 
wanted me to have. 
Everyone wanted Doc’s 
attention and he tried to 
oblige. 

A June 2,1980, Honolulu 
Advertiser newspaper story, 
with large photo, began, 
“Dr. Fred Scroggins, a good 
old boy from the farm town 
of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, 
answers his hotel room 
phone with a drawl that 
doesn’t seem out of place

in Waikiki. “ 

Jane said that Doc made 
a speech every week some¬ 
where in the United States 
while president of the two 
million members National 
Wildlife Federation from 
1978 through 1981. 

Doc liked to tell me sto¬ 
ries about when he and Jane 
represented the National 
Charolais Association in 
Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet countries. The sto¬ 
ries were salt and peppered 
with vivid imagery of a 
unique foreign farming 
society and Doc’s humor¬ 
ous view of his 
adventures 
among the peo¬ 
ple. 

After going 
to medical 
school Doc went 
to New York 
City to be a sur¬ 
geon and did not 
like it. He 
returned home 
to Dry Ridge to 
take care of his 
people, to hunt, 
to fish, and to 
tramp around 
the hillsides with his ani¬ 
mals. 

“On one hunting trip, in 
1942, my companion shot 
me in the #%&!,” said Doc. 
Doc was well known for 
his bawdy humor. “I think 
it was an accident,” he 
said. 

At the Cincinnati 
General Hospital, now 
University Hospital at the 
University of Cincinnati, 
Doc met a student nurse; 
our amazing Jane. 

“In those days a nurse 
wasn’t allowed to attend to 
a male patient below the 
belly button,” Jane said. 
“This guy kept saying, ‘but 
I’ve been shot in the #%&! 
and it needs attention.’” 

They were married Sept. 
16, 1943, and Jane was 
Doc’s straight man for 
thousands of jokes and gags 
in thousands of speeches 
and presentations for 
decades to come. 

Doc could get away with 
bawdy stories and border¬ 
line jokes whether he was 
addressing the Queen of 
England, the premier of 
France, the President of the 
United States or the Grant 
County Chamber of 


Commerce Banquet. As I 
thumbed through a scrap¬ 
book I noticed photos of 
Doc with Indera Gandhi at 
a cocktail party. I’m sure 
Doc told her a cow joke. 

Doc grew up on his 
dad’s 600 acres farm in 
Mason, just south of 
Williamstown. He owned 
the land until his death. 
Jane showed me hundreds 
of photos of Doc with vari¬ 
ous dogs, his favorite being 
Sissy, walking the farm. 
During the railroad passen¬ 
ger years, Doc was the doc¬ 
tor for the railroad in Grant 
County. 

Doc 
Scroggins 
was born 
J anuary 
14, 1916. 
He was 
an excel¬ 
lent stu¬ 
dent and 
ballplayer 
and grad¬ 
uate of 
Mason 
High 
School. 
He attend¬ 
ed the University of 
Kentucky and received his 
medical degree from the 
University of Cincinnati in 
1941. From 1942 - 1946 
he was a flight surgeon for 
the Eighth Air Force, 505 
Fighter Squadron 337 
Fighter Squad, of which he 
was president of the asso¬ 
ciation in 1995. 

Doc was instrumental in 
getting the hospital in Grant 
County. 

Doc and Jane had three 
children. Ann was two 
years old when Doc came 
home from the war. 

“Our contact, for two 
years, was almost nothing,” 
Jane said. “We wrote each 
other letters every day. 
When I got his letters they 
were quite old.” 

Jane said that Doc, as an 
officer, censored letters of 
the enlisted men but his let¬ 
ters to her came through 
unchanged. She often knew 
of the pilots that were shot 
down before the pilot’s 
family knew. 

James Starnes, pilot for 
the 505 Flight Squadron 
remembers Captain Fred 
(Doc) Scroggins. 

“In my opinion there 


was no World War II outfit 
as fortunate as the 505 th . 
We were blessed with the 
good fortune of having Doc 
Scroggins as our medical 
officer and flight surgeon. 
Dr. Scroggins served us 
well in the desert and 
throughout the war. Like 
the time we were boarding 
our ship in New York to go 
overseas. A distraught 
enlisted man had climbed 
the rigging and was delay¬ 
ing our departure. Doc per¬ 
suaded the man to climb 
down the ship’s rigging.” 

“While on runway 
alert,” said Starnes, “Doc 
helped save a pilot from his 
burning P-51. Doc was 
awarded the Soldier’s 
Medal for that.” 

Indeed, as the story 
goes, the plane burst into 
flames and somehow Doc 
Scroggins avoided getting 
burned as he rescued the 
pilot. General Woodbury 
presented the metal to him 
and the photo is one of 
many in Jane’s scrapbooks. 

Doc Scroggins died in 
December 2000. I had been 
on vacation in Europe at 
the time and was saddened 
that I missed saying fare¬ 
well. 

Jane is active in the 
community and can often 
be seen at various func¬ 
tions. She said she moved 
around a lot with her fami¬ 
ly. She attended two ele¬ 
mentary schools and three 
high schools. Her father 
was religious but as they 
moved around they had to 
attend lots of different 
denominations of churches. 
She remembers five. 

Jane was born near 
Bowling Green, Ohio; let’s 
just say 39 years ago. She 
remembers seeing Herbert 
Hoover’s wife on the back 
of a private train car, which 
seems a near impossible 
thing to do if she’s only 39 
years old.She said about 
Doc, “He told me he was 
only going to ask me once, 
to marry him, so I did. I 
kind of felt sorry for him... 
him having been shot in the 
#%&!.”

ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


Funy pets in the garden, 
barriers best bet 


I f you have a garden chances are you appre¬ 
ciate nature in all its glory. But, sometimes 
nature gets in the way of our desires to cul¬ 
tivate. Deer browsing, rabbit munching, squirrel 
digging, bird pecking, mole trenching and resident 
vole feasting have all come up in the last two 
weeks. While I have no silver bullet for any of these 
problems I do have some practical approaches to 
offset the shared use of four gardens. Squirrels are 
notorious for taking one bite of a tomato and then 
throwing it on the ground. In some cases providing 
a water source will temper this behavior; if it 
doesn’t a barrier is the most assured prevention. 
Wrap your tomato cages with chicken wire to pre¬ 
vent access, leaving a section that can be easily 
opened by you for harvest. Providing a water 
source for the birds will also help deter them from 
pecking your ripe tomatoes. I have used shade cloth 
similarly to keep birds from pecking tomatoes, just 
wrap the lower parts of the cages up to about waist 
height. 

Oh, those pesky wabbits 


The most frustrating thing about rabbits in your 
perennial garden is that they don’t seem to eat what 
they destroy. They cleanly slice off the stems of 
flowers, leaving the remains where they fall. 
What’s the point? The old remedies like sprinkling 
baby powder or blood meal around your plants 
seems to work but you have to reapply after rain 
and heavy dew. Hot pepper wax spray deters any¬ 
thing with an excellent sense of smell. I have rab¬ 
bits about this year and they nibbled my young pole 
beans the other night. I wrapped chicken wire 
around the bed and so far so good. Decoy crops like 
soybeans and red clover, favorites of rabbits, can 
deter them from eating your 
favorite garden crops. But, 
really, the best and most 
practical defense here is to 
create a barrier. 

The question of field 
mice and vole damage has 
come up a bit lately and I 
think part of the problem is 
that people mulch to thickly 
and they pile mulch around 
the base of trees. This cre¬ 
ates a cozy environment for 
mice during the winter, with 
a food source right in house. 
This time of the year voles 
and mice will feed on other plant parts which is a 
little harder to deter. I rely on two healthy, active 
cats and at least one adult snake that I see around 
the house from time to time to keep the mice popu¬ 
lation in check.

Deer browsing is a tough one to break. I have 
an eight foot fence around my vegetable garden but 
everything else is fair game. They are not supposed 
to like prickly plants, plants with aromatic foliage 
like Russian sage, the true sages, catmint, and cary- 
opteris, for example, are not favorites. Deterrent 
spray products work unless the deer pressure is 
strong some research suggests, too, that using fish 
emulsion fer tili zer deters browsing, especially in 
the vegetable garden. Stringing fishing fine about 
chest high and ankle high around the vegetable 
garden can deter them from entering, as well. 
Here’s one approach that sounds promising: ammo¬ 
nia. Poke holes every five feet along the tunnel and 
pour about a half a cup of ammonia in each and 
cover. Avoid mashing down the tunnel because you 
want the trapped fumes to permeate the entire mole 
run to chase the moles away. Castor oil based mole 
deterrent products will deter moles unless the envi¬ 
ronment is particularly inviting. They love earth 
worms so the better your soil the better your chanc¬ 
es of having a mole problem. Gmbs can sustain a 
healthy mole population but that is not always the 
problem so be mindful of using grub control prod¬ 
ucts, use them only if you tmly have a grub problem 
which can be determined by slicing up some turf in 
stressed areas. If you do have a problem with gmbs 
and moles, look on the bright side...at least the 
moles are ridding your lawn of gmbs.

U.S. News selected the rank¬ 
ings through a three-step process 
evaluating each school: 

• Step 1: Attains performance 
levels that exceed statistical 
expectations given the school’s 
relative level of student poverty, 
as measured by state account¬ 
ability test scores for all the 
school’s students in the core sub¬ 
jects of reading and math. 

• Step 2: Achieves proficien¬ 


cy rates on state tests for their 
least advantaged student groups 
(e.g., black, Hispanic and eco¬ 
nomically disadvantaged stu¬ 
dents) that exceed state averag¬ 
es. 

• Step 3: Prepares its students 
for college, as measured by stu¬ 
dent participation in and perfor¬ 
mance on Advanced Placement 
(AP) exams or International 
Baccalaureate (IB) exams. 

Schools with highest unround¬ 
ed college readiness index values 


were numerically ranked from 
No. 1 to No. 500 and were the 
gold medal winners. 

The next group of high 
schools with the highest unround¬ 
ed college readiness indexes, 
which included Williamstown, 
were numerically ranked No. 
501 through No. 2,008 and were 
the silver medal winners. 

An additional 2,869 high 
schools that passed the first two 
steps in the methodology were 
awarded bronze medals and are 


listed alphabetically. 

A bronze medal school either 
does not offer any AP or IB 
courses, or its college readiness 
index was less than the median 
of 16.3 needed to be ranked sil¬ 
ver. 

“For me, personally, it’s 
huge,” she said. “It makes me 
very proud of our students and 
our staff who work so hard to 
implement things to improve 
academic achievement. That’s 
not always easy.”

Peeples said the KSP came to the jail 
that night and took possession of docu¬ 
ments, videos and his employee’s inter¬ 
view notes and then launched their own 
investigation. 

According to David Jones, public 
affairs officer for Post 6 in Dry Ridge, an 
investigation is on going. He declined 
further comment, but did say that no 
charges had been filed as this time. 

Peeples also confirmed that following 
the KSP’s involvement, he was contacted 
by the FBI. 

“I have spoken to the FBI, since this 
began and I was led to believe that there 
are no accusations that warrant or (would) 
cause the FBI to be involved in this inci¬ 
dent,” Peeples said. 

Federal inmates were previously 
housed at the Grant County facility, but 
were removed in 2007 by U.S. Marshals 
following several federal lawsuits filed 
against the jail and the county including 
a $1.4 million lawsuit in 2005 by an 
18-year-old Falmouth teen who was 
taken to the facility on a traffic violation 
and raped by inmates in 2003. The 
inmates were found guilty of the charges, 
as were three deputy jailers on charges 
of conspiracy, violating civil rights, fal¬ 
sifying records, aiding and abetting. 

In 2008, a deputy jailer pleaded guilty 
to accepting a $5,000 bribe after he tried 
to sell a handcuff key to an inmate. 

Because the federal government pays 
more than the state does to house prison¬ 
ers, Peeples has been working to get 
federal prisoners back at the facility, as 
did former jailer Steve Kellam. 

Peeples said he doesn’t believe these 
accusations will impact the facility’s 
ability to get the federal prisoners back. 

“I don’t think this hampers our work 
to bring those prisoners back,” Peeples 
said. “I don’t believe anything happened 
that the federal government would be 
concerned about.” 

Peeples said the Department of Justice 
will be at the facility in the next couple 
of months to conduct another routine 
audit.

Within the next 30 days, the canteen will 
be closed and inmates will go back to order¬ 
ing commissary items directly from a ven¬ 
dor. The items are then shipped to the jail. 

“The canteen was something we wanted 
to try because we thought it could be a tool 
to change inmate behavior and be prosper¬ 
ous to the county but instead of changing 
behavior for the better it was for the worst,” 
Peeples said. 

Other changes include: 

• Closing the double doors at the end of 
facility’s main hallway, where Class D 
inmates, who are considered low-flight risk, 
are given more freedom to move around 
their area. 

Closing the doors means the Class D 
prisoners cannot walk the main hallway. 

• Changes to the Class D program, which 
include separation of male and female pris¬ 
oners. 

Peeples said there were issues with fam¬ 
ily, friends and the inmates themselves 
attempting to sneak contraband into the jail. 

Because of that, he said that the facility 
now houses enough male Class D prisoners 
for two work crews for the state and one for 
the county. These prisoners are used to mow 
public property, as well as clean up at the 
parks and cemeteries. 

Peeples said most of the Class D prison¬ 
ers now at the facility are female. 

“We’re basically attempting to split the 
males and females into two separate sections 
so there’s as little contact as possible,” 
Peeples said. 

• Changes to the facility’s monitoring 
system will also allow the detention center’s 
administrative staff to be able to view the 
jail’s security cameras from home. 

“We’ve added 25 new cameras, bringing 
us to a total of 122, since we took over last 
year,” Peeples said. 

Peeples said his priority is training the 
staff and keeping the facility full of inmates, 
which means more revenue. 

Upon taking over as jailer last year, 
Peeples began employing part-time depu¬ 
ties, which results in frequent turnover. 

“We’re paying $10.50 per hour for our 
part-time employees and it’s difficult to get 
quality help at that rate when other jails are 
paying more, but it does save the county 
$300,000 to $400,000 per year,” Peeples 
said. “It’s inconvenient and a pain to us but 
as long as we can save money I don’t see 
any other option.”
